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INFLUENZA — Epidemics of respiratory disease at­

tended by increased school absenteeism are currently 

prevalent throughout the Midwestern and Southeastern 

States. Following the first Midwestern identification in 

Missouri and Southern Illino is , epidemic Influenza B 

spread to involve Eastern Kansas, Western Kentucky, 

Central Tennessee, and North Georgia. This week, in 

addition to further spread within these States, a marked 

increase in reported outbreaks has occurred in the neigh­

boring States of Ohio, North Carolina, Arkansas, Min- 

nesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, North Dakota, and Nebraska. 

°n  the periphery of this epidemic activity , scattered 

outbreaks were noted in South Carolina, Alabama, Indiana, 

Wisconsin, Oklahoma, and Texas.

Scattered outbreaks of acute febrile respiratory 

disease were noted in the Northeastern United States. 

Increased school absenteeism and/or respiratory disease 

outbreaks were observed in Southern Maryland (three 

counties), New Jersey (eight counties), Pennsylvania 

(two counties), Connecticut (two counties), Massachu­

setts (two counties), Vermont (two counties), and New 

York (two counties).

The epidemic has waned in the Pacific Coast States 

and is evidencing little spread in the Rocky Mountain 

area.

Influenza B has now been confirmed by virologic 

isolation or serologic titer rises in outbreaks in 18 States 

and the D istrict of Columbia. Additional States reporting

confirmations this week include Ohio, Minnesota, North 

Carolina, Wisconsin, Kansas, Iowa, and Utah. No evi­

dence of Influenza A activity has yet been uncovered.

Deaths from pneumonia and influenza in 108 United 

States cities remain elevated above expected levels for 

the fourth consecutive week (see accompanying graph, 

page 27). Excess mortality this week is recorded in 

three of the nine geographic divisions of the country.

Epidemics of respiratory disease confirmed as In­

fluenza B are occurring in Poland, Spain, Denmark, and 

the United Kingdom.

HEPATITIS - A total of 1,508 cases was reported for 

the 4th week ending January 27, a decrease of 72 cases 

over the number reported in the preceding week. For the 

corresponding 4th week of 1961, 1,851 cases of hepatitis 

were reported. The interruption in the continuous rise in 

hepatitis cases at this early date in 1962 would suggest 

that the number of hepatitis cases in 1962 w ill be lower 

than the total of 72,000 reached in 1961.

POLIOM YELIT IS - Three cases of polio, 2 paralytic, 

were reported for the week ending January 27. This equals 

the record low of 3 cases, 3 paralytic, which were re­

ported for the week ending February 25, 1961.

EPIDEM IOLOGICAL REPORTS 

Clostridium Food Poisoning - Connecticut, 1961

Three outbreaks of C lostrid ium  perfringens food poi­

soning occurred in Connecticut during the year 1961. 

The last occurred on December 5, 1961, and is described 

below.

Approximately half of 68 people who had dined at a 

restaurant developed mild diarrhea and abdominal pain of 

a few hours duration within eight to 14 hours after eating. 

In a few cases, nausea occurred but there was no vomiting. 

Of the 68 ind iv iduals, 38 ate roast beef, 18 ate broiled 

lobster, 9 ate turkey, and 3 ate picked-out lobster. Of the 

26 with illness , 21 had eaten roast beef, four had eaten 

turkey, and one had eaten lobster.

Five roasts of beef, boned by the wholesale meat 

distributor, and averaging about 18 lbs. in weight, were 

used for this meal. These were cooked for about 3 hours 

in a 350° oven, coming out of the oven at about 4:15 P.M. 

Some were then kept on the steam table and some beside 

the steam table until used at 7:30 P.M. Gravy was au jus 

gravy made at about 5:30 P.M. from the drippings of the 

roasts, a commercial beef base and seasonings. Drippings 

from the roasts were also used to moisten some of the 

turkey when it was removed from the refrigerator and 

warmed for use.

Samples of turkey, roast beef, and gravy were ava il' 

able for laboratory examination. No food poisoning or­

ganisms were found in the samples of turkey or roast beef 

examined. C lostrid ium  perfringens  was isolated from the 

gravy. Samples of the commercial beef base used in the 

gravy were negative. Nose and throat cultures of the meat 

cooks were negative.

The laboratory of the Connecticut State Department of 

Health routinely does anaerobic cultures on a ll samples 

of food examined in relation to food-borne outbreaks, 

except when epidem iological evidence strongly suggests 

that the outbreak is staphylococcal.

Two other outbreaks apparently due to C lo s t r id iw " 

perfringens were identified in Connecticut in 1961, through 

this routine use of anaerobic cultures. One of these oC'

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W EEKLY P N E U M O N IA  AND IN F LU E N Z A  D EATH S

SUMMARY OF DEATHS AMONG PERSONS 65 YEARS AND OVER IN 108 UNITED STATES CITIES

Hie chart below shows the average weekly number of 

deaths among persons 65 years and over by four-week periods. 

As in previous MMWR charts in this series, the "expected 

number”  of deaths was computed by use of a Fourier Series

a linear trend component. One Fourier term was used in 
this chart.

For the four-week period ending January 27th excess 

mortality (see table below) in persons 65 years of age and 

older averaged 395 deaths per week, about five percent above 

expected levels. The total number of deaths in elderly persons 

during this period of the current Influenza B epidemic was at 

about the same level as in the corresponding period (see chart)

of the I960 Influenza A2 epidemic. However, excess mortality 

has been considerably less in 1962. During the first four weeks 

of I960 there was a total cf approximately 2,900 excess deaths 

in comparison to a figure of approximately 1,600 excess deaths 

during the first four weeks of 1962.

8 to 9 hours after the meal. The illness was mild and 

consisted of diarrhea and abdominal pain of a few hours 

duration, associated with slight nausea. Clostrid ium  

perfringens was found in smoked ham and in homemade 

cheese used at this meal.

Smallpox — Europe

England — Five new cases of smallpox have been re­

ported in England bringing to 21 the total number of 

cases in the recent outbreak. Seven deaths have occurred. 

Three tertiary cases have occurred in Bradford where 11 

cases had previously been reported. The other two cases 

were reported from Woolwich, a suburb of London, where 

a 36 year old insurance agent became i l l  with smallpox 

on January 13, and from Horn Church, Essex, where an 

indiv idual became il l  on January 30. The Horn Church 

case has not yet been confirmed.

Germany — No additional cases have been reported fol­

lowing the in itia l reports of 4 cases with one death in 

Düsseldorf, Germany.
